HAS  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mis- 
.issiPPi  Baptist  Convention  Board  met 
»n  October  10  at  the  Baptist  BuUding 
*,lh  Chairman  J.  D.  Ray,  presiding.  All 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
except  M  D.  Morton  were  present,  as 
well  as  Executive  Secretary  Chester 
Quarles  and  Treasurer  J.  E-  Lane. 

The  meeting  of  the  committee  was 
marked  by  a  number  of  actions,  some 
of  which  were  elimination  of  needless 
things  and  others  promotion  of  needed 

things.  . 

The  committee  voted  to  dispense  with 
the  detailed  expense  accounts  which 
have  been  in  use  for  the  past  year.  These 
were  simply  a  duplication  of  the  expense 
account  books  which  were  kept  by  the 
various  workers.  Their  only  good  was 
to  take  up  a  lot  of  time  in  copying  and 
combining  items  that  were  already  plain¬ 
ly  entered  in  expense  account  books  such 
as  are  used  by  business  firms  through¬ 
out  the  country. 

The  committee  also  authorized  Secre¬ 
tary  Quarles  to  eliminate  superfluous 
reports  from  the  Book  of  Reports  which 
are  supplied  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist 

-Convention. 

Secretary  Quarles  was  instructed  to 
study  the  matter  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  cooperating  in  our  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Program.  He  was  also  given  the 
green  light  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Board  concerning  a  Department

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$20,000  In  Gifts

ATLANTA,  Ga.  —(BP—  The  Radio

But  I  opened  the 
second  letter  and  in  it  was  $2  00  from 
my  sister,  and  I  sat  right  up  in  bed  and 
am  sending  you  $1  00.

Baptists  To  Press  Battle  For 
Church-State  Separation 

WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  — (RNS) —  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  United  States  will  continue 
to  press  their  battle  for  complete  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state. 

This  decision  was  reached  here  by  the 
Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Af¬ 
fairs  with  the  adoption  of  a  religious 
liberty  report. 

The  report  reaffirmed  Baptist  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  establishment  of  any  official 
relationship  between  the  government  of 
the  United  States  “and  the  Vatican  or 
any  other  religious  group.’’ 

Following  adoption  of  the  report,  the 
committee  voted  to  call  on  the  50,000 
Baptist  pastors  of  America  to’  acquaint 
their  congregations  with  all  dangers 
threatening  religious  liberty. 

An  adopted  report  dealing  with  world 
issues  condemned  “any  move  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  to  offer  Fascist  Spain  financial 
aid  as  long  as  that  country  refused  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  to  its  citizen* .’’ 

In  separate  resolutions,  the  committee 
reaffirmed  Baptist  opposition  to  federal 
•id  to  parochial  schools  and  hospitals.  H 
commended  Protestants  in  New  Mexico 
and  Missouri  for  instituting  legal  action 
to  maintain  the  church-state  separation 
principle  in  the  schools  of  the  two  state*.

of  Roman  Catholic  attitude  on  the  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  provisions  of  the  United 
Nations’  Universal  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights  which  has  already  been  endorsed 
by  authoritative  Protestant  groups. 

In  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  80  dele¬ 
gates  under  the  chairmanship  of  Pastor 
Marc  Boegner,  President  of  the  French 
Protestant  Federation,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  attitude  of  Roman  Catholics  on 
religious  liberty  questions  “differs  from 
place  to  place  and  country  to  country.” 
Spain  and  Portugal  were  singled  out  as 
countries  where  religious  liberty  was 
especially  violated. 

In  accordance  with  the  declaration  the 
members  of  the  Conference  expressed 
their  fundamental  solidarity  with  the 
Protestant  churches  of  Spain  which  suf¬ 
fer  because  they  are  denied  the  most 
elementary  rights  of  a  religious  freedom 
worthy  of  that  name. 

They  register  their  opposition  to  the 
intolerant  treatment  accorded  to  the 
Protestant  churches  in  Portugal  by  law 
as  well  as  in  practice,  in  spite  of  the 
statements  contained  in  the  Constitution.

spend  a  single  penny  for  the  same  type 
of  missions  work.  It  is  true  that  the  mis¬ 
sionary  opportunity  of  states  vary  but 
it  is  also  true  that  in  similar  type  states 
the  mission  program  of  the  Conventions 
vary.  It  is  apparent  that  this  type  of 
study  should  be  made  by  the  greatest 
possible  number  of  our  people. 

Mississippi  E  xpenditures 
What  are  Mississippi  Baptists  spending 
their  money  for?  During  this  Convention 
year,  we  have  assisted  in  sending  out 
approximately  700  foreign  missionaries 
to  the  far-flung  battlefields  for  Christ. 
More  than  700  home  missionaries  have 
been  partially  paid  by  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists.  In  our  own  state,  we  have  aided 
in  paying  the  pastor’s  salary  for  some 
43  missionary  pastors,  24  Associational 
missionaries  have  received  a  part  of  their 
salaries  from  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board.  Ninety  churches  in 
our  state  have  been  aided  in  their  build¬ 
ing  program.  Fifteen  Baptist  Student  Un¬ 
ion  Secretaries  of  our  denominational  and 
state  college  campuses  have  been  par¬ 
tially  paid  by  Mississippi  Baptist  mission 
money.  These  and  many  other  objects 
have  claimed  our  attention  and  our  co¬ 
operation. 

Ripe  Harvest 

In  everyone  of  these  fields  of  mission¬ 
ary  activity  that  we  have  mentioned,  the 
harvest  is  ripe.  Surely  we  need  more  for¬ 
eign  missionaries  and  more  home  mis¬ 
sionaries.  There  are  countless  places  in 
Mississippi  where  pastors  should  be  sent 
and  their  salaries  supplemented  in  order 
that  people  might  have  the  opportunity 
of  hearing  the  gospel  preached.  Whereas, 
during  this  Convention  year,  we  allocated 
some  MO, OK  to  Church  Building  Aid,  we 
received  at  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Board  last  year,  re¬ 
quests  for  $140,000  for  this  type  of  ex¬ 
penditure.

It  is  interesting  to  note  thst  in 
Liberty,  Missouri,  today,  there  is  not  a 
First  Baptist  Church.  But,  the  great 
church  which  is  doing  so  much  good  is 
the  Second  Baptist  Church.  Where  there 
Is  no  missions  the  people  perish,  churches 
die,  and  the  work  of  the  Lord  suffers. 
Missions  does  pay  frqm  the  standpoint 
of  developing  churches  and  -developing 
people  in  service.

ARTICLE  VII  Paragraph  2 
(Board  members) 

The  clerks  of  the  associations 
shall  notify  the  recording  secre¬ 
tary  in  writing  before  the  an¬ 
nual  meetings  (of  the  conven¬ 
tion)  and  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  association 
as  to  the  nomination  of  mem¬ 
bers.  If  any  association  fails  to 
nominate  or  to  notify  the  record¬ 
ing  secretary  of  its  nomination, 
a  member  of  the  Board  from 
such  association  shall  be  nomi¬ 
nated  and  elected  by  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

As  Mr.  Cay  writes,  “Every  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  belonging  to  and  co¬ 
operating  with  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  possesses  a  privi¬ 
lege,  and  shares  in  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  determining  by  vote  the 
policies  and  working  of  the  Con¬ 
vention.  In  order  that  this  privilege 
might  be  enjoyed  fully;  and,  to 
insure  an  equal  sharing  of  respon¬ 
sibility  in  the  matter  of  voting, 
your  recording  secretary  asks  that 
the  following  by-laws  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  be  printed  in  the  Baptist 
Record.  The  first  refers  to  the 
number  of  messengers  your  church 
should  elect  and  send  to  the  con¬ 
vention.  The  second  seeks  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  district  association  and  its 
nomination  of  board  members. 
Please  read  carefully  and  help  the 
convention  abide  by  them.”

Inflation  Is  Bringing

Raises  For  Pastors  _ 

THE  generally-rising  price  level 
for  consumer  goods,  which  occa¬ 
sionally  pauses  but  shows  no  sings 
of  letting  up  for  long,  is  causing 
increasing  concern  in  organized 
religious  circles  about  salary  in¬ 
creases  for  pastors  and  othe^em- 


This  is  the  last  call  for  church¬ 
es  to  arrange  to  send  the  pastor 
to  the  State  Convention.  It  will 
not  only  be  beneficial  to  the  pas¬ 
tors  but  to  the  churches. 

When  you  make  financial  ar¬ 
rangements  allow  sufficient  money 
for  your  pastor  to  attend  and  not 
be  embarrassed  financially.  Full¬ 
time  churches  should  allow  at  least 
$50  to  cover  necessary  expenses 
for  travel,  hotel  and  meals  while 
in  the  Capitol  City.  Half-time 
churches  on  a  pro  rata  basis  should 
arrange  for  $25  each  and  quarter- 
time  churches  for  $12.50  each  to¬ 
ward  the  expenses  of  the  pastor.

Paul  s  labors  In  the  Lord  among  them 
was  far  more  succcssfol  than  the  account 
given  in  Acts  would  indicate. 

In  Beroea,  Paul  and  Silas  found  just 
about  the  ideal  situation:  a  rather  small 
city  of  intelligent,  busy  people,  with 
Jews  enough  In  it  to  support  a  synagogue 
where  the  Old  Testament  scriptures  were . 
kept,  not  only,  but  were  read  and  dili¬ 
gently  studied.  Straight  to  the  synagogue 
went  the  missionaries  and  began  at  once 
to  teach  from  the  scriptures  the  wonder¬ 
ful  truths  concerning  the  Christ,  and  to 
prove  by  the  scriptures  that  Jesus  ot 
Nazareth  was  the  Christ  of  God 
All  Jews  are  Jews,  of  course,  but  there 
are  different  kinds  of  Jews.  There  were 
two  kinds  in  Thessaloniea:  one  kind  would 
listen  to  an  argument  and  examine  the 
evidence  in  support  of  K  to  see  whether 
the  evidence  would  sustain  the  argument: 
the  other  kind  belongs  to  the  class  of 
people,  members  of  which  are  found 
everywhere  among  all  races,  who  seem 
to  believe  that  an  angry  assertion  dis¬ 
proves  a  fact  and  that  a  yell.  H  frantic 
enough  and  loud  enough,  will  overturn 
and  dissipate  an  unwelcome  truth. 

The  Beroean  Jews  seem  to  have  been 
all  of  one  class.  They  were  willing  to 
hear  an  argument  and  to  examine  the 
grounds  upon  which  It  was  made.  They 
were  willing  to  believe  the  truth  as  far 
forth  as  they  knew  it,  and  they  wanted 
to  know  it  beyond  any  point  to  which 
they  had  learned  It.  I  do  not  believe 
there  would  be  an  Infidel  In  the  world  If 
all  the  people  in  It  were  of  the  disposition 
»f  the  Beroean  Jews.  They  were  Indeed 
*f  a  noble  character.

I  love  to  think  on  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  thought  that  build  the  mind  of 
the  Christian  into  harmony  with  the  mind 
of  Christ”.

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A  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT 
AT  THE  LAST  MEETING  OF  THE  Con¬ 
vention  I  served  notice  that  I  would  move 
to  amend  Article  Five  of  the  Constitution 
by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  which 
reads,  “The  president  shall  be  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  Convention  Board”. 

My  main  reason  is  that  the  President, 
as  such,  is  not  a  promotional  agent.  He 
is  neither  to  lead  in  the  formulation  of 
a  program  nor  the  promotion  of  that 
program.  He  is  simply  a  presiding  of¬ 
ficer. 

Other  reasons  are:  It  places  an  un¬ 
necessary  tax  on  the  time  of  the  president 
and  an  unnecessary  expense  on  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board.  Unless  he  is  already 
member  of  the  Board,  it  gives  one  As¬ 
sociation  two  representatives  while  ether 
Associations  have  only  one.  It  bars  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Convention  Board  from 
the  presidency  according  to  article  twen¬ 
ty-six  of  the  By-laws  — Bryan  Simmons.
